Woolley Calls 
Work Shirt 
Price ‘Robbery’ 


Daniel P. Woolley, regional ad- 
ministrator of the Office of Price 
Administration, yesterday told & 
delegation of consumers and trade 
unionists that retail prices of work- 
shirts are “highway robbery.” 

Shirts which cost the retailer 
about 60 to 70 cents apiece are 
being sold for $1.70. to $2, far over 
ceilings based on March, 1942, 


Revealing that OPA was con- 
ducting “a probe of workclothes 
prices, Woolley said the price 
agency was trying to arrive at 
dollars and cents ceilings for work- 
clothes. The whole apparel in- 
dustry is under investigation, he 
said. 

During the interview, 18 blue cot- 
ton shirts were examined by con- 
sumers, who pointed to deficiencies 
in quality and workmanship, The 
shirts were Army rejects, but were 
being sold in stores as standard 
merchandise. Sold as denim they 
were heavily sized cotton. ö 

A. J. Turner, national representa- 
tive of the Industrial Union of Ma- 
rine and Shipbuilding Workers, 
CIO, said: “There isn’t a decent 


that workers only received 10 cents 
for sewing, blocking and ironing a 
shirt. 

“Shirts like these,” she said, 
‘should be tagged for 99 cents, but 
cost $1.75.” 

According to Woolley, Modell’s, 
243 W. 42nd St., was paying 65 
cents for a shirt selling at $1.71. 

The women complained bitterly 
of quality deterioration of all 
clothes and asked OPA 
higher standards.
